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Successive British Governments 
have ensured that Britain remained 
a faithful member of the NATO 
organisation, which is of course 
dominated by the military might of 
the United States. If the Pentagon 
tells our government that we (WE?) 
need cruise missiles^ then cruise 
mieslles are what we are going to 
get mat as we got Polaria sub¬ 
marines. 

And such ie the extent of the 
brainwashitigto which tlffi British 
people have been subjected that they 
are actually prepared to vote 'Yes^ 
when « as in recent cases - thep 
have t?een offered a local referendum 
in areas w^heic the missiles are 
going to be based. Tlmy are prepared 
to be target areas if that's what the 
government wants* 

It is true that in the rural areas 
where the missile bases are situa¬ 
ted, the population tends to be more 
conservative (and Conservative) 
than in the big cicies^ but so far 
there is precious little evidence 
(beyond a weil-stagied demo organ¬ 
ised by the Labour Party la^ week- 
endf with the same old party hacks 
aiying the same as when in opposi¬ 
tion before) tlat there is any real 
opposition to the buLLd-up of nuclear 
weapons among the advanced pro¬ 
letariat of the industrial centres 
either^ 

The fact is that the indxistrial 
proletariat are punch-drunk at the 
moment with the body-blows they 
have had to take from the Govern¬ 
ment's economic policies, and with 
their eyes on the dwindling value 
of their pay-packets and Jobs 
vanishing before those very eyes, 
they haven^t a lot of attention to 
spare for apparent abstractions 
like nuclear bases In Norfolk - 
or nuclear energy, for that matter* 


And certainly^, what with Ltie 
Derby and the Oaks and the Test 
matches and Wimbledon^ worried 
woriters haven't had a lot of time 
to spare to worry further about 
what is going on in America, not 
even to care about the choice of- 
ferred their American counterparts 


between an aging film star and a 
seemingly daft peanut farmer run¬ 
ning for a second term as presidant. 

But Jimmy Carter Is not as 
daft as lie seems. Hie political 
eapi^l went as soon as he started 
huffing and puling about Afganistan 
and he knows ftill well that nothing 
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the Amertean voters bq 
much ae waving the flag. To say 
nothing of pulling the rug from under 
Rea^n s feet by appearing not only 
more patrl'itie hut actuaUv doing 
90 me thing about it. 

Which is our way of building up 
to saying that we should be paying 
more attention to what is going on 
in America^ because what happens 
there today, happens here tomorrow* 

Within the next week^ comrades, 
Jimmy Carter will be signing a 
bill, already passed by the US 
House of Rfipreeentativee and the 
Senate^ to take the first step ■? . 
bring back conscription - for the 
first time since the Vietnam war^ 
which is not, after aU, so long ago- 

From nextitionthf Americans 
of the age of 20 will have to 
'register'. The purpose of the 
register^ for which this bin sanc¬ 
tions the money s is to pave the 
way lor the draft, the American 
word for conscription. 

Four million men are expected 
to register (women, sisters will 
be plea^d to know, are exempt-^ 
so far) and as soon as thr.y are in 
the bag, 19-year olds wUi be 
called upon to regls^ier. 

Ckice they are registered it will 
take DO time at ail, thanks to com¬ 
pute rlsatioch to sort Lhem out and 
call upon Just the ones the army 
wants. Now across-the-board conu¬ 
sor Iption is a very blunt Instnmient 
for calling up a modern armyn For 
One thing, Just like modern indus- 
try^ the army (.navyp air force) 
does not wont millions of relatively 
unskilled sc^uaddles, perhaps,, 
what's more^ with unreliable poll- 
tioal ideas. 

Although it m ight very we II be 
attractive for the generals to have 
an army the size of the Soviet 
Union's, 13,6 million}, fora 
rapid expansion it would be quality 
the pro|jsssiionai& would be looking 
forto start with anyway, And^ 
of cours^^ that politlcil reliability. 

Now, if we fire right in paying 
that what happens in America 
today happens here tomorrow^ 
isn't it logical for us to assume 
tifit Carter's iapdog is already 
considering the advantages to her 
regime of a similar calUup over 
here? . 

Hfivl ng rattled the sabre and 
roUowed blindly the President”B 
call for an Olympic boycott 
<rightly and contemtuousiy dia - 
mlssed as a political gimmick 
by most British Olympic athletes)^ 
Mrs Thatcher would certainly not 
be slow to follow suit if the Amer¬ 
icans fell into line with the rest of 
the NATO countries (except the UK) 
and started the call-up. 


As in the US^ British generals 
don^t really like the blanket call¬ 
up of simply roping in au young men 
of the right age group. In spite of 
the generous increases in soldiers” 
pay recently {up to 1^000 per 
annum for a private), the present 
offerings are not up to the calibre 
the array desires. For intelligerit 
gradualeSp^ of the kind necessary 
to operate tie high technology our 
forces enjoy today, can still find 
scmething better to do with their 
time and inteUigence than sell 
them to the professional kiikr 
squads of the state» 

But if they were all on record, 
having been ccmapelLed to register* 
the generals, the admirals and 
the air marshalls then select the 
ones thep want. And once in the 
forces, conditioned and trained 
and subiect to the Official Secrets 
Act and threatened with dire con¬ 
sequences for default —they're in 
the bagi 

And the rest? The hoi-poUoi? 
Well, isn't it obvious ttat the 
millions of youngsters for whom 
there are no jobs would be better 
off in the army? They are being 
kept by the State anyway^ when on 
the dole, and they are only making 
trouble on the street corners or 
fiUli^ the gaols and the borstals, 
upsctLliig the do-gooders and the 
welfare workers and fighting with 
the police* 

Better than the work-camps 
called for by Manchester's police 
chief James Anderton last year 
would be army camps* used not 
as a punishment but as National 
Service, in v^hich the inmates can 
be made proud to be disciplined 
in the service of their country. 

And they can stUI be used as a 
labour force, building their own 
concentra —whoopSj sorry-- 
National Service camps for a 
start* then more prisons, rocket 
slles^ gun empLacenients, etc, etc^ 
all on the cheap— for conscripts 
wouldn't get professionals' pay, 
would they? And the trades unions 
would, be pleased to see the sur¬ 
plus labour taken off the market, 
wouldn't they? And Maggie would 
get the credit for bringing down 
unemployment^ wouidn^t she? 

It would not be the first time 
that unemployment had been 
solved by building up as army. 

That is precisely what Hitler did 
in the 30's - and everybody in 
their right minds praised h}m for 
it, including Churchill {until 193B:^ 

The rapidity with which Thatcher 
government ie bringing about con¬ 
ditions similar in essence to those 
of Oemiany in the thirties is 
frightening, Koaring inflation plus 


unemployment plus recession^ 
plus the Red Scare, 

What a godsend Afghanistan has 
been to both Carter and Thatcher! 

If our readers think we are 
painting too scary a picture* Just 
realise, please, that the process 
is already beginning in Ame rica, 
and the problem is already here; 
what the hell is the state to do 
with the surplus and disaffected 
youth of our cities? The micro¬ 
chip is rendering them unnecessary 
in the workforce, vet they are 
verv visibly there, seething. 

There arep as ever, two alter¬ 
natives: either we* as anarchists 
and UbertarianSp come up with a 
solution, or the authorilarian 
solution will be forced upon us all. 
The 1980s will be a very tough 
decade - don't let it start with 
the most appalling victory for the 
most appalling government we 
have had for years* 

Lei's make it clear both lo 
Thatcher and whoever might follow 
her that there can be no use of 
conscription to solve capitalism 
problems. Not again; Not ever: 

If they can't solve the problems 
theii' own system create s-^ 
destroy it!

The Left 

The discussion was perhaps 
hamstrung by the Jack of time 
available to study the discusaon 
paperSp which had to be read 
during the mornJiig plenary 
session or over lunch. The wtcte 
mandate given by the title of the 
workshop was also a problem^ for 
example^ what consitutea the Left? 
politicai parties? union bureaucracy? 
even the rank and fik? 

The workshop was fairly large 
(about thirty) and dominated by 
the vocal minority. As a result^ 
debate was too abstract often 
amounting more to a statement 
of position than actual argument, 
Howeverj some broad concensus 
was re ached that anarchists we re 
not part of the left and were 
tdeologkaUy independent of it 
despite a coincidence of interests 
at certain times. 

The main body of discussion 
revoived around two opposing 
views as expressed in two 
discussion papers on 'Autonomy^ 

(a fashionable term these days) 
concerning either co-operatfon or 
confrontation with Lhe left.Argued 
mainly within the terms of the 
workers* movement^ the *class 
war' anarchists had most to say. 

^Purists' argued that any 
concession led to an apology for 
reformism and a betrayal of 
revolutionary principles.On the 
other hand, the point was made 
that ideology and tactics should 
be kept separate and that 
co-operation within the {reformist?] 
campaigns of the left could be 
useful to us as anarchists in terms 
of greater effectiveness and a 
wider diBsemlnatlon of anarehifit/ 
libertarian views. 


session for a debate on Psychiatry 
and the Stebe and after Lunch broke 
jp Into workshops: The Lelt, Nucl¬ 
ear Power, Internal Discussion Bul¬ 
letin, Students. Psychiatry and 
Workplace Tkctics until the report- 
-bacK at the evening ntenarv tneeting, 
Sunday began with slightly fewer 
peooie and the nlenary session dec¬ 
ided to break up Into workshops ag¬ 
ain to discuss; Anarchafemlnism. 

The Anarchist Preaa, Prouaganda 
Techniques, Ecology, treland. Ltb-

The workshop ended with both 
these views relatively intact and 
the protagonists relatively 
unconvinced of each others views. 

Irdand 

The large attendance at this work¬ 
shop reflected the general feeling 
that anarchlate In mainland Britain 
should be more actively Involved In 
this Issue. This was underlined by 
requests for support from anarchist 
comrades In Ireland. 

Through lack of tin^^ the work¬ 
shop concentrated on whether we 
should support the campaign for pol¬ 
itical status for Betjubllcan n'lsoners 
or no i. 

The general Imnresslon of the 
workshop was that we could not give 
umarliical sutrporl to such a camnalgn 
for several reasons. Firs Eh as one 
5|£aker pointed out, *'our enemies' 
enemies are not necessarllv our 
friends** because the war In North¬ 
ern ire^nd Is a struggle between an 
established government (Britein) and 
an emerging p*oto-government (the 
Republican J^ovement), Second, sen- 
mrate status for 'political urisoners* 

Is divisive with other prisoners (go- 
leaned "criminals^), yet In arnrchlst 
terms all prisoners arc political prl- 
soneraTTh that they are In general 
working class victims of sl^te-caoit- 
a hat oppression. We should therefore 
demand *poUtlcal status' for all Tjri- 
soners to under line our analysis of 
crimes nunlshment and the state, 
thus exposing the use of imeriaon- 
nent for what It really 1 b. 

Similarly, Lt was felt by some 
regarding the Troops Out! camf^ign. 
t’lat we ghoiidnot only press for the 
withdrawl (and disbandment) of arlt’- 
Ish troops from Northern Ireland, 


plenary session.

ment campaign was one useful activ¬ 
ity suggested for groune in Britain. 

However, many other areas of 
Interest were not covered tJirough lack 
of time, and, as a result, few con¬ 
crete nropoBBls were produced as to 
how we could helo our ararchlat com¬ 
rades in Ire land who are working un¬ 
der extremely difficult drcumsiances, 
tiiat are hard to graso from the relate- 
ive comfort frf mainland Britain. The 
nossibllity of organising an aoarc Ist 
conference sped ft callv about Ireland 
was raised, so t^^at the many facets 
of this problem could be R)ore fully 
examined^ and how we^ as anarch¬ 
ists,, relate to IE. 

Students 

This wE^kshop was algo well 
attended - not surprisingly as at 
Least one quarter of those attendtrg 
conference were students. Again, 
tack of time and a somewhat ram¬ 
bling aoproach meant that many 
topics did not receive TSTOoer con¬ 
sideration (if at all), making It 
gqmewhat difficult to summarise 
this workahoo. 

There was plenty to discuss. 

Topics such as the nature of stud¬ 
ent privilege, etudent/anarchfat 
attitudes and activities in the NUS, 
student unions and student news¬ 
papers, the relationship qf students 
to the community In general, and 
various forms of direct action - 
rent strikes, examination boycotts, 
mutual aid in the face of financial 
cuts, work-ins and sit-ins etc - 
all got a brief mention. In fact 
there seemed so much more to 
discuss In greater denth that Keele 
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Anarchists hftve offereil to hoat a 
Conference on Shtdentg ajid Anar - 
Chism at Keeie Util^-eraltv In Kov- 
embar or December later thlB year. 
Also. FREEDOM are devoting a 
review section to thia subject to 
coincide with the beginniTtg of tlie 
Autumn Term.

Propaganda 

As the advertised workshop was 
not listed on the jirogra: itrie >n the 
Sundiay afternoon, arid it was the main 
reason Td trekked to Oxford r asked 
what had tfipoened to it. It then 
added to thesJiedule and ao. when 
it came around. It was assumed that 
r knew something about the subject 
and r WAS asked to open the dtscusa- 
lon. I did this by sa^ng In two or 
three sentences virtually everything 
I knew about it. T explained the sep¬ 
arate concepts of [rnpaganda* count¬ 
er ^pro^^ganda and anti-pro^gandi. 
For instancep propaganda es '^Jbin 
the Army". Counter+"prpj^ganda Is 
an opposing statement, such as 
"^top War'\ Antl-^jH'0|iaganda is that 
which tends to demystify the onginaj 
propfiganda or its counter, such as 
'War kills people like vou^' 

We then cflscnssed the relsHve value 
value of anti - and counter-propaganda 
In promoting anarchy, w® fieneran.^ 
agreed that it was essential to^ep 
OEir own counter^rro|Taganda in the 
public eve so that [^jop^e are aware 


of our Opposition to the systemn but 
that It was of vital Importence to 
aim our efforts at showing people 
the ties perpetrated by it. One person 
thought the essential point was to 
expose 'the truths but we thought 
that the concept of ^truth' was dteng- 
eroiis territory. Also it was a 
danger that* given existing conditions, 
some people, on being sherwn the 
truth about for instance, war, 
might be eager to get Involved in it. 

We also touched on the pTobTems 
of cuitimai conditioning and the re¬ 
sulting anti tfithv of most people to 
any ooim cal state Trent and whether 

tb§re were ways to inspire revolut¬ 
ionary change in people, other than 
by using anti-jff osfiganda. because 
ev^n that is a form of nropaganda. 
and f^ople will resist it as such. 

We ftn1 shed the discussion looking 
fiir wavs to overcome general anti- 
mthy to thought and ideas^ even 
Cor especially) in tlw form of anti- 
propaganda . and most oi ns see^’f^ed 
keen to learn more about what we 
liad been discussing, lor the most 
part in the dark. 

Psychiatry 

Tlie Psvebtatry Workshop was 
called for by two niembers of a 
group for the Pr-omotton of the 
Bights of ^■tentai Patients In Ther¬ 
apy froOi^fPT) which is a member 
of the Anti-Psychiatry League (APLi 
There was rather a di^ppointingly 
small turn-out ior the discussioru 
considering timt psychiatry can be, 
and is. used by the state as a now- 
erfu! weapon to control those thoit 
it deems to be 'deviant' - especially 


in a political sense. 

The discussioti was w!db ranging 
and touched on subjects such as the 
ways in which society causes men¬ 
tal illness^ how most people can be 
fitted into one category or another 
of 'mental illness^ and how neople 
rely on the medical profession to 
deal with such problems rather 
than look for their own solutions« 
There was a^o reference to the way 
in which doctors treated people with 
drugs, and ever by inducing convul¬ 
sions with electr icily ratl»r than 
trying to he to them find solutions 
to tlieir problems. Once in a men¬ 
tal hospitals person Is faced eith¬ 
er with return to the society which 
made them tU In the first place, or 
a long stay in a hospital with the 
inevitable oivset of institutlonaIll¬ 
ation and the loss of the will to 
indepe ndent existence . 

Tliere was a discussion about 
how. if at all, anarchists should 
deal with peoole who trove to be 
disruptive to communal life or who 
suddenly become violent or sutoidal. 
It was an interesting and informal 
Kve workshop, but I thought it was 
rather unfortunate that tl^erc was no 
discussion of the central contention 
of H^OMPT that mentei illness does 
not exist and hence that there is no 
need for psychiatry or oeychiatrtsls 
at an, _

No doubt Jeff Cloves' abusive 
diatribe against htortin Sue nee 
(freedom vol 41. 12) is all very 
Twetic, but someone needs lo tell 
him it is not anarchism. That the 
history of anarchism shows not 
that ''amrehtsm la ai^rchisin and 
socialism is socialismbut t^^at 
anarchism (originally called anti- 
-authoritarian collfictlvlam* and 
called anarchism by its oononents) 
arose as a form of socialism, com- 
battltig the authoritarian Implicat¬ 
ions of another form. That since 
the beginning there has been a 
constant influx of new thinkers to 
ar^rohlsm from marxlst and othff 
forms of socialism* of people who, 
starting from different points of 
objection to son^ of h&rx's cen¬ 
tral tei^ta and, like hterx* reject¬ 
ing such tenets from a standpoint 
of a oredomlmntly marxlst anal¬ 
ysis, have reached conclusions 
mcfre or less compatible with those 
of Bakunin. 

He should be told that history 
also shows that anarchism has had 
its greatest support in movements 
such as the Spanish CNT, the (re- 
-iei4 French CGT, the American 
TWW, the 1911-1913 shop stewards' 
movement in Brilaln and the res¬ 
istance to the two world wars, at 
times when the demarcations 
betwflen anarchism and other cur¬ 
rents of revolutlqmry socialism 
have been bloffred, He htmself 
referred to William Morris claim¬ 
ing that modern aoclaUsts would 
be unlikely to give him a warm 
reception; he doss not explain the 
constant stream of books on 



Morris, and he certainly does not 
note the very decidedly libertarian 
flavour of Edward Thompson's 
second biography of Morris - let 
alone the fact that a number of 
Edward Tho mpson's recent writ¬ 
ings have reflected the libertarian 
STKJlallst atealn that can be said to 
descend from Caesar da l^spe, 
through Morris and the Guild Soc¬ 
ialists, Mkxton. GD.H. Cole and 
others. 

No doubt - not just In Jeff 
Cloves* lifetime, but slm^ the 
birth of Stalinism and '"national 
soclallam''' - movements masqu¬ 
erading as socialist have become 
the major enemies of freedom; 
but there has never been a time 
when amarchlsta have been alone 
In opposing such false socialisms, 
(and to be honest there have been 
renegades from our ranks who 
have prostituted the word anarch¬ 
ism to suprport Stalinism - even 
in Italy, fascism), so again there 
has been reason to blur the divid¬ 
ing lines between anarchism and 
the best of the anti-stalinist left 
(and It Is worth recalling that 
Martin Spence was talking ol the 
left, which embraces the Altern¬ 
ative Society and others who 

would not necessarily use the term 
floclalist any more than us), to see 
anarchism as currents within a 
wider whole. No doubt a 11 a nar chia is, 
h-B^rtin Spence no less than anyone 
else, believe anarchism is the most 
logical current of the t£ft+ and once 
having attained unity In action attemi!^ 
to convert thetr associates to the full 
revolutionary position that only anar¬ 
chism can provide* Such an aotwaach 
is how an anarchist behaves; Cloves 
writes as a vangiiardlst Insisting 
that others join his sect before they 
act, and vanguardlsm is the oppos¬ 
ite of anarchism.

ond IS a response to that sent to us by David Wieck- 



The fim /nrffpiinons^ on Anarchism was held the weel< 

of February 17^24. 1900 Cl leW41 and Clark College. Portland. Oregon 
During that week, or^e time or another, every word in the triEe was chaF^ 
lenged by one person or another. I felt the most telling criticisrn was 
delivered by two comrades from Mei^ico, concerning the use of the word 
symposium. They said it promiied wine, but had delivered only wotds 
Fortunately mutual aid societiei sprang up very quickiy to meet this 
need 

At any rate t think it is lair to say that this was the first international 
symposium on anarchism ever that has been supported so heavily and so 
openly by the State fin all its guises, federal, regional. locaL foreign) and 
by established institutions The remarkable hst of sponsors, which inclu¬ 
ded among others The National Foundation on the Arts and Humanittes. 
Clackmas County CETA, Oregon Arti Commission. Northwest Latin 
Amerrcan Council for the Arts artd Humanities, the French and German 
embassies, and. -of course. Lewis and Clark College, musk appear lo some 
old anarchist comrades a sardonic exercise m surrealistic fantasv, but I 
assure them it was so. though why it was so, I have no Idea 

NotOi^ly Ehat but. after accepttng aid from its nominal f^s. every 
word—welJ almost every word—ot the btymposium was iearlessiy 
recorded, video-taped, and tilmed by somebody or olher The goverrv 
merit, if it did not make il5 own recordings, may buy quite easily a cape of 
any sesHon— as you may gentle reader—at a reasonable price horn the 
Symposium Committee. Some 7&-B0 bours ol talk Opertess —or was it 
nois#^—wrlh a vengeance The conspiratorial anarchist did not seem to 
be in evidence at Portland 


Why did Such a symposkum lake place in the beautiful, but seeming¬ 
ly ificorvgruous city of Portland? U was undoubledly because the tirst 
spark of inspiration was Struck by Pietro Ferrya. who teaches ai Lewis 
and Clark The actual Symposium Committee, who oTgan^zed/lmp^ovised 
the event fone may choose according to ideological conviction or inters 
pretation of reality), consisted of a mhture of students, symposium stalL 
faculty (Lewis and Clark)^ and community (Porttandli most of whom. I 
was told, were not avowed anarchists, though clearly either sympathetic 
to oc interested In anarchism 

The desirability of putting together a symposium on anarchism in a 
manner consistent with an-aichist principles was. I think, generally ac¬ 
cepted in theory by the Committee, though when the Symposium began, 
the rather recakitfant nature of some anarchists made [henn point out 
perhaps too rudely the shortcomings of the Committee's practice. 

It did not seem appropriate, whatever aid they might have given, to 
have flags representing the city, state and federal governments hahind 
the podium during ihe first day of the Symposium, but this was quickly 
and discreetly rectified by the use of a cocivenienl curtain. (Though I did 
not hear any critical comments about flags when, toward the end of the 
week, the red and black banner was raised several times behind the pod’ 
lum.) And it was cenaitilv indelicaie to hold the session on anarchism and 
feminism Irr an auditorium which had the names of flltv ''great" founders 
pf Western Clvilriation in Urge letters on opposrte waits— all of them 
menl —a fact which was quickly noted hy the women present, flut 1 think 
it is fair to ivote that in these and in other matters where differences and 
problems developed, the Committee always attempted lo deal with them 
quickly and with great good will, all the more remarkable ior the great 
pressure it was continually under 

The scheduling of the Symposium was ekarly overfull; seheduied 
events ran usuahv from nine in the morning la ier> at night, leaving too 
little time foi socialiiing, discussion, affinity groups, etc . except at the 
expense of ntiSSiPg sessions. This overfull schedule m the gpinion ol 
some led lO a certain lack of "spontaneity/' some over^ontrOl from the 
podium and hequently in the beginning, domination* of the discosston by 
the pans hits, but by the end of the week freer and often more fruitful dis-

Thhi ccintenti of tfw various sessions tOCOmpassed theory and prac- 
rice. COntempOfaiY and historic i I Jipprodches. Jdeas and artdorms m a 
fascinating, nat always comprehensible, nnanner. 

The largest audience, an eritfiutiastio full Kouse of some 4-500, it- 
tended a round table on anafchisfn and literature, undoubtedly attracted 
by the first Fady of science fiction, Ursula Le Cum She appeared together 
with playwright Barbara Carson and poe( Barbara Drake Though In my 
eyes the content of the discussion was rather insubstantial. Ibt readings 
frorn their worNs were quit# enpoyable. It was a candidate for the most 
popular session of the Symppsiurn. and it attracted the most general, 
l^ast ''pobticar' audience of the weelk. 

The neat most heavily attended session was the rourid table on anar¬ 
chism and feminism The panelists gave very short and succinct state¬ 
ments of several minutes. alF supportii^g the idea of anarcha^^eminism, 
except foe Marianne Enckeh. who suggested ihe phrase may have 
created more barriers instead of removing them Stephen Schecter, the 
only man on the panel, was atlemptme to rebut Marianne, but was 
suddenly siJenced when it was pointed out to him by a woman that he 
had spoken longer than all of the female panelists combined. From that 
somewhat impolite beginning the session then proceeded to become one 
of the moAt wide ranging of a FI sessions and perhapi the first to have the 
genuine and full participation of all the audience 

The rest of the sessions had generally much smaller audiences, 
ranging from 20-30 td several hurtdred. most ol whom were people who 
had come from outside of Portland to specifically attend the conference. 

I think that outs idle ol some fearful few Portlanders, who were concerned 
that the Symposium may have beert sponsoring seminars in bomb^ 
making, most of the cMy and the Lewis and Clark campus took the pres¬ 
ence of the Symposium and of some acnoo anarchists Withrn Iheirmtdst 
with a great and csim indifference. 

There were of course [he coniroversi al sess ioni. To say the least I 
Perhaps the most passion was released during Arthur Mendel's preienta- 
tichn. a psychoHsexual investigation of Bakunin called 'Sakunin's Politics 
The fl:ole of Violence and Lenimst Organization'', when Mendel made 
some extremely provocative suggestioiss; e g., that Leninist vanguardism 
should be considered more properly descended from bakunin latber than 
from Marx (was it more than coincidence that Portland had a shop called 
Marx Hearing Aids with the motto "Lei us help your hearing'TT that Ba¬ 
kunin's calls to revolutionary violence were related more to his sexual 
impotence than to his political philosophy or analysis Sam Dolgoff fed. 
of Bakumn on Angcchir) huirumpfed. "It's nortsense," more than once 
during Mendel's talk, while Arthur lehisFng., perhaps the aulhqfity qn 
Bakunm, tried to inform Mendel that Bakunin had fathered a child in 
Siberia. Though Mendel read very extensive sel ections Trom the letters of 
Bakunin to iustify his ideas, instructive according to Mendel because of 
their pre-freudian innocence in imagery, he was always saying, rather 
defensively I thought, that he had much mace proof in has TOO page 
manuscript Since the diicus^ion gene rated more heat than lightn we shall 
have to wait for the book and see for ourselves 

The session which prompted the moit violent response in whit was 
ofherwi.se quite a peaceful week was the one in which the paper of C.H 
Kordig, "future Cenefalions: Some Libertarian Argument Concerning 
the Right to Life"' was given. In his attempt to present his anti-abortion 
view, Kordig began by having a bent wire eJothe^hanger thrown at him 
[which he ir^ tUffl threw back), he wiJ Continually interrupted, and linally. 
after he had finished, was told to sit. down and let the audience talk: a 
procedure that would have been welcomed in several sessions, but (hat 
was applied, as far as I know, only In this session during the entire week 
Kordig's paper was a poor one, poorly reasoned and poorly delivered by 
the nervous Kordig, but he ieems to have had the audience he disserved 
"Anarchism and Religion—Are They Compatible^", j session which 
I did not attend, also, I understand, generated much heated argument. 

Now I have nothing against j certain high spiriis, ^nd particularly 
during Symposia, but surely when there are people who do not know each 
other well and who disagree, it is more appropriate to listen attentive- 
ly. at least for a little whiie. It might be noted that the behavier of 
some anarchists ip this respect was not especially praiseworthy. Like 
many other groups which have had controversial arguments presented to 
them, anarchists yelled, Interrupied, and demonstrated without listening. 
Though on these o-ccaiirms there were some who insisted upon the rights 
of anyone to be heard, they usually had little effect. At limes decent 
behavior seemed as distant as utopia. Without doubt anruher demonstra- 
tior^ that the reyolution within will be tbe hardest to achieve. 


More quiet and sober values were also represented in Portland 
many weB-rese^rched and Stimulating papers were given and considered, 
too many to list and discuss—alasi quiet and sober values usualiy get 
short shnft^but I advise interested people that it is well worth their 
el Fort 10 write to the Symposium for the it 22 page program ol topics ^nd 
speakers 

The attempt to integrate art, film, theatre, music, dance, and poetry 
into the program was Successful on the whole, both instructive and enter¬ 
taining. 

Here the film program, which had "Anarchists in Film'' as its theme, 
should be singled out for special notice With the help of a useful pam¬ 
phlet prepared by Pietro Ferrua. the program presented films daily, a mix 
of old and new, documentaries and dramatizations, that developed lively 
discussions, paiticularly "Rebellion In Patagonia" and "LaCecilia'^ the 
firsE CDncernmg issues Inyolved In direct action and revolution, the 
second issues involved in setting up a community based upon anarchist 
principles The Pacific Street Film Collective also presented the premiere 
of therr film, "The Free Voice of Labor—The lewish Anarchists", which 
was one of the most warmly received presentations of the entire Sympo¬ 
sium 

And finally the SvmpO$ium was quite successful as an occasion to 
personally exchange idledi snd feelings, to begin friendships, and pace.^ 
Our Mexican friends to drink more than enough wine (Hero in order to 
give A lense oi rhs geographical scope of the participants at the Sympo- 
ilium I might mention that La|in America. Canada, Western Europe, arsd 
(he U S —mamly the East Coast meeting the West Coast, the Midwest 
and South did not seem to be on hand In Portland—were the regions that 
I faw represented I 

Unhappily, a final session evaluating the Symposium and cqnsider- 
■ nfi the questions that it raised both of content and procedute, which 
could hsive been useful if done when impressions were still fresh, 
[shouldrs't an anarchist lymposium value the spontaneous as well as the 
Considered?] was not scheduled arnl, though some suggested lb not ar¬ 
ranged I would imagine thr$ w^s larfif Iy because of Uck of time to do SO- 
Some questions—and this is just a preliminary and very personal 
li.^1 —that might have been discussed are: 

How should topics and speakers be chown for an anarchist com 
ference? (How were they chosen for Portland?) 

How should discussions be held, moderated or nolf Boihf 

What 15^ the proper proportion between free and unscheffuled timef 

Should some of the topics and events have been chosen for the 
Portland Svmpofiurn? fWas ending the Symposium with a Catholic 
Anarchist Eucharist too ecumenical a concept? sn eclecticism too 
uncritical?) 

Was the Port la m3 Symposium too uncritical of ^narchisml 

As a mennber of the Symposium Committee s^id in his closing 
remarks, words which I felt many were in apreement with, "l( there was 
any message from the past week, it was that 3 beginning has been made " 

It seems to me that putting together an anarchist iympaSium is a 
modest but useful way in wfnch the anarchist idea can address itself to 
coniempotarv reality. Poitland was at least a good beginning, something 
we should thank [he Symposium for, and it now remains for others, if 
rhEV so wish, to carry on the work they have begun

'B report' 'Northwest Passages: Notes Ironi an Anarch ¬ 
ist Symposium' (emphasis mine); and at the end of his article 
t* d, engages in medlUtlons on future anarchist conferences 
and symposia, perliaps on the Portland mckieL perhaps mod¬ 
ified^ An anarchist symposium? An anarchist confe reneq ? GnLy 
as parody. Only as parody, 

(1} The sltuationlsts provided us with a splendid concept^ 
that of the spectacbp a concept whose validity anarchists 
recognise immediately - or should. What is ^dkated by 
'Spectacle' Is the transformation of reality into show - until 
there is nothing but show^ a world of 'experience' about which 
one can say 'interesting' or 'dull'* Everything is vnlnecabin to 
this transformation, anarchiBm included; one can try to resist 
it, one can give in to it and cooperate with it. 'Portland', it 
seems to me, was a show^ a carefully planned multi-media 
events in which anarchists (and otl^rs] played 'theInSelveS^ 
Slots were provided even for 'affinity groups'. ( Cbce a 
serious and Eignifleant term of French and Spanish anarchists, 
that term is now, I am afraid, being Americanised as cateh^^ 
phrase). And what is more fitting - more deUghtfuUy paradox¬ 
ical: - than to conclude the week-long event with a 'Catholic 
Anarchist Eucharist\ 

Anarchists at work - on display. I do not mean that merely 
figuradvely. Twenty five thousand dollars of US Government 
money - National EniSowment for the Humanities - money 
acquired by taxation, was provided for filming the show so 
that, perchance, an edition of it wiH one night appear on 
Public Television^ 'Look at the anarchistsL See how they 
play!" No, 1 do believe that the Him makers are good people^ 
they won't say that. But that is what their show will say: this 
will be the spectacle of a spectacle4. 

(About the Eucharist, by the way , f do not believe that 
'Catholic anarchist^ is a contradiction in terms - if it means 
rejection of churchly government as well as secular govem- 
meut. But IdentlficaEion of anarchism with a religion - or, 
simply, with religion - is gross falsification). 


(2) Who sponsored and who paid? R,d. has told us about that, 
rather airHy. (No, It would not have occurred to me to take 
his story as Vsutrealletlc fantasy'. More than a tew years 
ago, some of us found in the title of a book by Henry MiUer, 
about America, The Air Condit^ned Nightmare, a phrase that 
stayed with us). But consider what Uila payment and flponeor- 
ship signify. Anarchists have mlways said that govemiTierLta 
are evil unnecessaryj and to prove it Peter Kropotkin 
wrote a whole book about non-go\'emmentai mutual aid. 

Once upon a time there wore proletarian anarchists^ " Lacking 
only ninety nine cents to make a dollar '^ who managed to 
Support their press and to put on their forums; as proletarians, 
they expected to build their movement with their own hands, 
how else. Governments, anarchists continue to say^ corral 
everything that they touch, even the best causes. Perhaps 
the words are not to be taken seriousiy? 

(3J Who managed this theatre? Who recruited an Internation¬ 
al coHaboralion of anarchisis? A person who is available for 
employment as translator for heads of state \ Among the 
heads he has served, as shown in photographs supplied to a 
Portland newspaper, are a president of Italy (:), a chief 
justice of Brazil (!), a king of Belgium 0*1 make no comm¬ 
ent on Pietro Parrua's politics or motives - I merely note 
the Irony, 

(4) But 1 am not done with the sponsors, perhaps the sorest 
point of all. In his haste^ r.d. did not say which Geim any 
was sponsor - perhaps because he thought It wif-eviiteat. If 
tlte reader guessed 'East Germany \ the reader was of course 
wrong, f singLe Out this item because 1 wonder whether anar¬ 
chist participants in the symposium - not all were anarchists 
by any means - would have remained ifj, instead, the East 
German government had appeared on the oymposiuju B 
official programme as sponsor. Or perhaps the Cuban govern¬ 
ment!: (Just one typed line, on the sponsor 11^, Inside Iron 
cover of the programme, separates Sam DolgoH's name from 
'IrVeSt Germany (Embassy, Washington, D.C.)''^ a govern¬ 
ment notorious for its brutal persecution of anarchists in 
additloti to its even more savage revenge on the Bed Army 
Fraction revolutionists whom it deliberately mislabelled 
‘'an anorchifit gong'', No doubt that sponsorship was a mere 
Courtesy' relative to some technical or financial assislonce: 
no matter^ the symbolism, the message of 1.; is intolerable, 
above all because f con imagine the uproar if 'Germany' had 
been the 'wrong' Getmany. 

Should a Marxist say lo me, "Anarchism shows its true 
colours!" I would answer ''No! Not the colours of anarchism. 
The colour of the anarchist flag is black - it says No state''* 
But J would blush^ or bite my lip. 

In one beautiful phrase, I ant sure utterly unconscious, 
r.d. (as quoted above) says it alLn The - what shall f call 
them? - ’helpful' governments - are 'nominal foes' of anarch- 
ian. Nominal: - which means, 'inname only% 'not really '. 
Good grief: What else is this, except the domestication of 
anarchism? If anarchists, by definition of the term^ agree on 
something it is surely the denial of the validity of any state. 

I know that the Spanish revolution - where 'anarchists' became 
government ministers and discovered the charms of it ^ 
taught (some) anarchists to choose sides in international 
warSp quite like Old Karl Marx, who was forever choosing 
nations^ Bui denial by ^anarchists^ in practice^ of the sound- 
nesE of anarchist theory of govemment, even more than the 
deteat of the revolution,, was the demise of an anarchist move¬ 
ment. 

(SJ Who gained by the Portland symposium?The lOjgeSL 
profiteers, 1 would thlnk^ are the American und aiiled states^ 
pan of whose busine&e it is to maintain an exact Inventoi^ of 
their 'foes'^ nominal or otherwise (and - possibly uBefulin 
If Botne governments are trufitworUiy and capable of nice dis¬ 
tinctions between 'conspiratorial' and 'non-conspiratorial^ 
anarchists, then why worry^ But unless anarchists ore merely 
'philosophical anarchists', for whom anarchic is nothing 
more than the speculative conception of a human Ideal they 
are proposing scmnethlng that governments should not tike and 
in fact veiy much do not like: in one form or anothar^ dlsoll- 
iHalion with the state. (Never mind that the anarchists might 
be the most non-vtelent of the non-violent). Friends^ those 
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gi^vemments frre da ngerous - though you are iwjt conspirator- 
tal, Xiv&j ftre, 

* Ghly 4£ [larody. Not otherwise. And 1 am sad that 
various good people - for whaEever reaEosa - got caught up in 
this affair.

Obviously^ my unhappiness alxiut 'Portland' is that of an 
■old' anarchist comrade, of the type that r.d, heads oJf at the 
paea. Worsen the present communication is a 'serious' 
communicatlonH By that I am alluding lo the half page of Black 
Rose , left open at the end Of r.d. 's report, which U lUlad by 
a quotation from Oscar Wilde: "Seriousness La the only refu^ 
of the shallow"« 1 don't thlnki that O&car would be happy at this 
CD-optation: about certain thinga ho waa Berioua nedeed. Re ad, 
aame Ume^ that fine libe rtarian tracts The Soul of Man Under 
SocialiM: or+ by the sanso author, Reading GaoL Simone de 
Beauvoir, who did much to popularise lbs evils of the 'serious 
person'p is one of the most serious people of whom 1 know, In 
a good sense of that term. But it's a commonplace^ isn't It, 
that temlnistSp also, are 'too serious'. Is one embarrassed to 
be earnest about anarchism, lest someone laugh? 

J am particularly unhappy because 1 tlitnk I have percsived^ 
in the dismal swttmp ol our dyiitg miilenium - why not be 
drenratic about it, the seasons ahead may b« terrible indeed - 
a ceriain growth of anarchist conaciouaness, an infinitesimal 
growth moasurad against the standard politics and the power 
ol the insUtutiGns, hut perhaps a poinl od departure. 1 am 
thinking ol people who are presently dealing with probLems of 
work, comm unity ^ school, Uvlitg, violaoca, in an ossoiiitially 
anarchist spirit,, and are trying to resist 'the system', the 
state, the economic tyrannies, the degradation of people, the 
Life-destructive corporate and gOvemmentaL habits, the com¬ 
puter-minds that cannot even compute their toUks correctly 

- I am thiaking ol people dealing w-tth all this, resisting and 
building. In an essentially anarchist mode, (Some call thenri- 
selves anarchists, quite a few. Some don't)^ It seems to me 
that tl^re is need lor a strojiger network ol solidarity and 
cooperation^ loose is good, among people ol anarchist convict¬ 
ion, a solidarity through which lerille discussion and contro¬ 
versy would occur and from which a sertous cajupaign of 
anarchist education could grow. For that, anarchism^ cohs- 
cioue of what it is, requires plain staiemeni, clear slatemenlp 

Oka the ond hartd^ the ijibertarian Party has appropriated 
a bit of anarchism - ihe narrow theme of liberty'^ ul exempt¬ 
ion from govemmeulal infringements of IndivMuai liberties, 
hardly anything of a positive sociality or of cDncern for the 
cancelled lives - that stubbornly refuse lo dlel - in the 
Lower Depths, This Is not an anarchism of mutual aid: It is 
the resseiitirnGnt of the lesser propsrtkcl^ Gn the other hand, 
some Marxists seek to appropriate the anarchist Image of 
'free sociality' by softening their tradlllonal auihorltarianismt 
at least verbally. (By 'free eoclsiity' 1 mean not only ^libert- 
arian communism ' but other anarchist concepts of a liio of 
mutual aid). No doubt, the more libertarian the Marxists 
become* the moie oni can hope that they will cease to act like 
Marxists' and begin to act like anarchlstSK One can hope. 

And then there is something still more serious than such app- 
roprlauoji ol anarchist 'themee". The stlU worse is that 
anarchiam^ as the negation of statlsm, comes to be used as 
a Small but inexpensive weapon in the arsenal of UiS Imperial- 
lan, that statlsm ol the rich, forever the defender ol 'free¬ 
dom (By 'US imperialism' 1 refer of course to the US/ 

J apame se /We St Ge rm an m ulti-natlonal coalition and Us e con- 
oinlc empire). This Is where the themes ol 'nominal enmity % 
sponsorship and llnancingt the domeslication of anarchism, 
and government profiteering come together. 

Anarchism needs plain statement, to dLstlnguish It from 
whai It is not and to provide a base from which to confront the 
present hnrd realliks. (How deceptively simple the world 
seemed^ only a century ago') The archaeology of anarchism 

- the main emphasis of 'Portland', to judge from the pro¬ 
gramme - is not entirely useless. It depends on where and 
how and why you dig^ and what you make of It. But anarchism 
has to be a look into the futnrt, as future presenis iiseU In 
the pie sent, a looking that cannot be disconnected from doiog; 
or else It Is nostalgia, or a topic for 'hiknanlties' scholar¬ 
ship. Plain statement: Conferences and symposia, like people^ 
make statements. I do believe that scme fine intentlona 


were embodied in 'Portland' and that some good things were 
done. But the Statement thal 'Portland' conveys to me is a 
atatement about anarchUm - not an anarchist statement - and 
its statement about anarchism is a statemeot thoroughly out 

of Joint. {•) , , 

At this point, when I am almost done with my complaints 

- lei me say^ done - and not feeling happy about them, the 
sound of my voice is not pleasing to my ears, 1 walk down¬ 
stairs and look out the front door. Directly ahead at eye- 
JeveL, fifteen feet away, in a low branch of a pine^ I noticCt 
for the lirst time, thnee nestlmg robins - or is it four? ihe 
nest Is crowded - pecking iheir feathers while waiting for a 
parent to bring food, which the parent shortly does. To think, 
that we Were ccmsWeriiig cutting down the tree! (Is this sent¬ 
imental? But I did not mak^ U up. it Just iww hai^ned). That 
life there is affirming itself, in its way. 1 could go on for a 
bit about the wsILcrahed nest^ and the nestlings, soon to 
outgrow it, who are clambering over one another in unequal 
rivalry, Bui 1 would not want to rob the birds of their reality 
by making a parable ol Ebenii, even had I talent for it. 

Our affair, 1 think, as hum an be lugs* is to affirm life+ by 
caring for it. K we cane lor it we try to affirm what is real 

- creallve engagement with the world, and the mutual aid. 

How shall we call Our brothers and sisters, ourselves, to 
the practice of simple, direct mutual aid? How encourage our 
Criends^ and find courage for ourselves? Ojr mutual aid must 
consider all the life of the earth; so it is not ]^l human life 
we need afflltn. Yet our actions of affirmation, our speech 
included, must be simple, and direct, unequivocal, and done 
in trust that help wlU come. Bow much energy is needed, 
sometimes, to dear for life even a small clearing, energy 
of which our selves are not the source, that we can only try 
to release in actions of community, by desisting from op^s- 
Ing our best nature as one breathes by letting oneself breathe. 
(Anarchy is an image of the proliferation of such clearings, 
each rich with Ufe)^ Can we summon that energy^ with the 
help of friends, and use it - eaniestly ^ nol Joyh^^slyp ^ 
friends, not without play ancTlaiighler? Will we do 60? - freed 
frwn our own violence and fa^lnation with power? 

(*) I want to say something here about anarchism and Marx¬ 
ism - relative to 'approprialion of themes’- but It ia perh^is 
best coniinedto a footnote, tbellevep and have said and 
written il on many occaslonSj that Marxian and anarchism 
represent philosophically distinct and incompatible alternatives. 
But I have not found all anarchists to be virtuous or all M arx¬ 
ists scoundrela. Historically, anarchlau became a distinct 
movement in the division, subsequent to the Flist Internation¬ 
al, between 'legftHsls' and 'illegalists', 'political acllon' and 
'direct action', ^gradualistij' and 'revolution'. Increasingly, 
Ehen^ anarchists emphasised the themes of decentraliEm* 
voluntarism^ communsdism . (Just what these mean cannot be 
explored enough; nor questions of meansl. In the case of 
Marxismp what Lenin added, it turned out^ was a strictly 
military model of 'revolution', or conquest of power; a model 
developed further by Mao, and particularly adapted to Third 
World countries. That military model calls fbr a natlonalifftic 
rather than a class base (thereby abandoning Marx, at least 
in part); when successful it produces a 'state fioctalism' that 
is hardly distinguishable from state capitalism ', a kind of 
'token socialism', that might best be characterised as neo- 
feudal capitalism. (This model Is easily adapted by polUlcal 
persons without any aUeglance to classical socialism]. This is 
what we usually think of as M arxism * But many people call 
themseiveeMarxists only because, or mainly tsecRuse, Marx 
has acquired the name of father of socialism, eSpecifiUy of a 
'scEntlfk' socialism; white anarchism has about it an air of 
failure and Incoherence. (The hard work of anarchists in 
set'cral countries has begun to change that 'image'). Now, 1 
do not know whether there is a transit from Marx to anarchism 
via Luotemburg or via Gramsci. I do know that the style of 
Marxist politics is such Ihat the politics is not a school for 
anarchism^ except by negation of il; Uiough it should be added 
that the Style of anarchist politics often leaves a groat deal to 
be desired. The one point of which I feel sure is that in the 
absence of good, clear^ forceful statement of anarchism, 

M arxism. In its dlffe wnt vartetles, will continue to seem to 
be the ground for encounter^ to many fine radical people. And 
this is too bad. D.W.

the Immensity of tlie evil which la done**, * (quoted p 
Flamgan comments that the 'general and soaclfLc alms 
and methods of secret political p>ltce throughout the world 
Temain In essence unchanged, namely: 

. the defence of the dominant power retationa and 
institutions of the prevaiUng social ordsr In ger^eraL 
and within that general project, the specific gaining 
and exercising by SPP organisations of Increased, 
uncontrolled dsower-'' (p 3) 

With regard to this aim. SPP organisations around the 
world have achieved vastly Increased powers VLs-a-vIs 
other organs of Stete and over die general poprilHce,'

(d 143) -loan Cossedge sets out the details of one such 
simitar case of victImiBfltlonp taken from 1979. 

To a very grim chapter, anproisrlatelv headed T>ari£ 
Times' Fla pagan argues for the necessary antagonism of 
the SPP to ^genuine'domocraev , which for him Is only 
comprehensively possible In 'an anarchist, that la a 
libertarian socialist' society, (o PO) He draws on two 
‘extreme, fully exoltctt forms of totalitarianism' Bolshevik 
Ruesia and hbjti Germany, to Illustrate ibe oenbralLtv of the 
SpP to both the horrors and the die dine of such democratic 
fealiree as existed previously- In the case of Russia be 
says: 

'T would agree with Victor Serge that tbe creation by the 
Bolsheviks In 1913 of the Cheka (forerunmr of the GPU 
and the KGB) was one of the orlncipal causes of the 
digglT^ of the iscrave of the Ftusaian Revolution. " (o 9^) 
The establiehmrent of th^ Ct^ka. despite oerllaua cofidltions, 
Serge argues was unnecessary* 

The German secret service. In a symbiotic reiattonship 
with the KGB of just a few years later despite alleged 
Ideological differences, 'oieved a crucial rote In the htaais 
gaining and consolidating oower". but more Imnortant'y It 
has to be noted that this rote was only possible because of 
their (the SPP) already entrenched position (o 9"). 

And what did Hitler dn with his maior Tirobtem - 'the 
unwanted Jews, East Europeans" (o 72). He and Ms 
colleagues tntorduced the 'Final Solution^ of the gas 
chambers. In conteiminrftry caolt&ILat terms* who are Ihe 
'unwanted^' 'the problem people'. Why, the vioemployed 
their numbers dramatically Increased sa the contradlcttons 
of cairltillsm reassert tbemaelves. continued over 
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, (Just) as with the case, given the resuLrementa 
Imperatives ffi jnachlnfi i»-oductlon fcrt: oroflta* there 
can be but one 'honeeU decent, loyal ... * ftiml saiutton 
to the DToblem of the unemplofyetJ: the concentration 
and extermln&tlon camp. ” (d '^5 ) 

Recognising that resistance Is crucial to the prevention 
of such a predlcUoa coming Rbout yianagan reiterates the 
job-vlctlmlBatlon and technological harassment and 
repression arguments emtjhaslslng the relevance of the 
West German {Berufsverbats^ for eTcample,) experience 
and that of Northern Ireland. 

Several ot the authors (which are those already 
mentioned and I^ter Cochrane and Jim Jose) noint out 
ImDlicatians oi the choice made by Justice Hope's Retnrt 
FecntnmendAtions of which effectively made legal 

that which he had found In he already going on, I lie gaily. 
Faced with a similar choice because of Nixon's ’muggings and 
break-Ins the US coLlticaT sysEctn ooted (if only for show) to 
Jail him and his co-consnirators. In Australia. ASIO. 

ASI5, DSD+ ONA, JlOand now tlue Protective Servicefi 
Co-ordination Centre (as umbrella for Australia's SAS etc. ) 
(see the 'Bulletin' May 13. 198*1) have been given virtual 
carte ^blanche to engage in phone-iaos, mail luterceotlon 
and Surveillance and harassment of uncharged oersons.

Charlotte 


This Is B belated review of the Cienfuegos Press Ntw 
Ar^rchlst Library |»mphlat 'Three Essays on AnarchlBni'' 
hy Charlotte Wilson (S^pges . POp) which appeared late 
last year. 

The three essays reproduced In this pamphlet were ail 
written In 18 B 6 when Charlotte Willson was b leading light 
in the small Anarchist contingent of the Fabian Sncletv. 
which at the ttme included Anarchism as mri of f^oclalist 
thought in general. 

The Uimphlet comes in a very attractive purple and gold 
cover but unfortunately the printing Quality inside is not 
what It should be for ^Dp and the layout is positively sloppy. 
A little proofreading would also l^ve helped. However this 
Is a minor gripe and does not detract from the quality of 
the writing. 

Thera Is what seems to be a very well researched 
Introduction to Charlotte Wiigon^s life and ideas, by 
Nicolas Walter, followed by the three essays - "'ATiarchism'' 
(from 'What SocialLsm ' - Fabimn Tract lY), "The Alms 
and l^incIpleB of Anarchists'' (from 'The Present Day'*) and 
'‘Social Democracy and Anarchism" {from 'The ft-actlcsl 
Socialist''). 

Ah a whole the fftmphlet is an excellent iniroducUou to 
the lifisie ideas of Anarchism even though soma of the 
language is a bit dated ami forinal. Its appeal is Intellectual 
rather than phyaicml and those Locking for hints nn the 
dialectics of class struggle end urban gtierllia techniques 
will be disappointed, hut she does snccessfcnv point the 
ringer verv simply and directly at the Drincipal social 
evils. She a^so elaborates In the same simple and direct 
mannsr her vision of an anarchist society. The pamphlet 
doesn't have a lot to say to commuted aimrchlgts but it 
Ls very readable and would probably be a good pamphlet 
for oeooie expresaing a jessing Interest In politics In 
general or Anarchism In particular. Unfortuimtely It's 
not the sort of thing that the average prole Is going to 
want to read, but then tt doesn't try to be. Charlotte Wilson 
was addressing herself mainly to her fellow mlddle-cfass 
Inteltectuals In the Fabian Society, and It shows. 

The first essay gives a brief outUne of the mture of 
Flroperty and Authority and their protection by law and 


The hvDdcrtsy of media and State reactions to the Hilton 
and 1075 election campaigns pseudo-terrorist 
Incidents when comi^red to their comcUcity In the violence 
which 'Is the very basis of oim society' (n 110) la oatent. 
and underlined, as the authors oolnt out, by the constantly 
re-occurring events of Slate-violence:- Hiroshima, BCafra 
Korea, Vietnam, the Congo, East Timer, Northern Ireland, 
etc.. etc. p just to take the Inst 40 years or so. 

There Is much Tnore of imoortenee and substance to this 
book of Juat 100 nagea. At (plus postage, dtreet from 
the oubbshera) you can not afford to be without it.

states her bo Kef Iti a free society where 'labour becomes 
pleasure, and Its produce a work of art'', She also makes 
a few Erasing attacks on CoUecHvfsm {what we call State 
Socialism). 

The second essay develops the theiDe slightly and count¬ 
ers the ar^meurt that organized authority Is essential for 
efficient production. She also de^'etqps her attack on the 
will to dominate, and property and law as the nrinclpal 
forms of exnression of this. She does wander Into some 
dangerous territory about natural law and society's m-oral 
codes, but tlrnnkfully not for long. 

The Lhird essay Is a sustained and vicious attack on what 

were then called SoclaL Democrats but what most Anarchists 
now call 'the left” - from the Labour l^rty to Tfotsky and 
all stops between. Its accuracy and bits are suprisingly 
relevant almost 100 years after tt was written and virtually 
prsdlcts the tragedies of Russia, Chtna^ Cuba etcetera ad 
nauseam. The essay then trails off ijito an unneoesaarDy 
lengthy diatribe on morals and law which gl^es away her 
Intellectual bent and only makes a passing reference to 
action of any sort. She advocates the use of force to 
overthrow monopoly bait she doesnT seem to know how to 
translate her words Into action - which Is beckuse she never 
did. Her activity was always Intellectual She does, however, 
qualify cnpvIhclTigly her statement that monopoly can be 
ov'erthrown by force, by saying that "social re-formation 
is the work of silent growth, " 

Perhaps the best reoommendfttlon for this [amphlat Is 
Just to leave vou with a couple of nice excerpts and let vou 
read It for yourself. 

''Anarchism Is the conscious recognition that the. . , 
tendency towards domination.. ,1s, and always has been, 
fatal to real social union, whether the coercion It Implies 
be juattfled on the plea of Auperlor strength or superior 
wisdom, of divine right or necessity, of utllltv or expedience, 
whether It takes the form of force or frai>d, of exacted 
conformity to an arbitrary legal system or an arbitrary 
ethical standard, of open rob^ry or legal ap|rop-latlon 
of the universal birthright of land and the fr ts of soda) 
labour/' 

'Boclal demjocracy (the teft) In every land La thus setting 
out for the new Jerusalem^ along the Hame old muddV 
political tracks, of which some of us are so weary, and the 
Holv City to which It aspires, is to be built up of the old 
bricks and mortar of property and authority : bolt the bricks 
are to be set the other way up and retaced so as to look 
smart from the outalde. *'

PETER GOOD on driving buses 

now after the Revolution. 

IN the old day s when Harold Wilson 
wp,s in power aod everyorhe was 
happy and the pound hovered around 
$2* 80 and good old George Brown 
was sorting put the huusing crisis 
we used to have a bus conductor 
at the Blackhum Depot called QflB 
(Quick off the Be U Brown] * 

QBB's speciality was tp stand 
npnchalantly on the platform with 
his finger poised OfVer the bell. 

As some last minute passenger 
made a desperate dive for the bus 
down would come the finger, the 
driver's clutch would lurch out and 
the poor old sod ended up a crump¬ 
led heap in the gutter* other 
trick was to throw a chain across 
the eiaircase and announce to boards 
Lng passengers that the up stair s 
had just been painted and he'd 
have them aU huddled together 
downstairs so that he could collect 
the fares more easily* The fact of 
it was that no one ever called his 
bluil. Most fblk will accept orders 
from any idiot In a peaked cap any¬ 
way, To do otherwise la to be 
branded a troublemaker^ an out-^ 
side agitator or whatever the curr¬ 
ent euphemism Is at the time. 

Nowadays of course old QBB's 
job has been work studied and 
nearly all buses are run on QMO 
(One Man Operated) where the 
driver collects the fares, issues 
tickets, answers queries^ loads 
the luggage, ignores the drunks 
and keeps a sharp eye open for 
inspectors. 

In the main no one travels by bus 
unless they have to. Buses tend to 
be infrequent^ late, smelly and all 
too often QMO drivers tend to 
adopt an '^I'm-doing^you-a-bke ding- 
favour- le tting- y ou-on- Lh is- bus" 
attitude* Subsequently our passen¬ 
gers tend to be the pensioners, 
choppers and punk rockers paying 
half fares to ttie city centre pubs. 
Anyway it'$ so much more 'con¬ 
venient' by car and at least you 
can choose who you Bit next to* 

Traditionally the buses have 
been run on overtime. Before the 
days of the Road Traffic Act 
drivers would often work 10 hour 
days to m ake up a pitiful basic 


wage. We still have a lousy basic 
wage and although we are legally 
restricted in the hours we work 
we are oh so dependent on our 
'grab' to get a t^cent weekly wage* 
Sitting behind my wheel, a fag in 
cny mouth and developing a healthy 
paunch J often ponder on the state 
of my health. CXjr depot can be 
roughly divided into those who have 
had their first heart attack (or 
high blood pressure or arse trouble 
Or back com plaints) and still young 
enough not to have encountered 
thciu^ The younger lads (with 
kiddie a. maybe a mortgage or a 
car to pay off) clock up all the 
grab while the over are often 
on doctor's orders to "take it 
easier for a while'^ and do a 
straight 40 hour week. 



I'lD zK>t aU that certain where 
the strain comes from but strain 
it is* Most nights I arrive home 

only to snooze in front ol the tele- 
vision barely aware of the lies on 
'News at Ten' and in my bed my 
dreams are of inspectors and irate 
passengers with half an ear open 
for the Westiclox ringing me awake 
at sparrowfart* Basically bus 
drivers are employed on a status not 
a little above that of common shit* 


Turnover is high and should you 
drop down dead on the job one is 
acutely aware that you’ll be merely 
struck off the rosta and forgotten* 
But you carry on because there's 
nothing else. Perhaps a true defin¬ 
ition ol having full working class 
credentials is when you are in a 
dead end job and YOU KNOW there 
is no escape* When win It all end? 
Surely I can^t go On week alter 
weekj month after month ending up 
out for the count In some intensive 
care unit. 

But One is privileged in a way 
driving a bus^ You see It all. From 
the sad depressing council estates 
to the golf club car parks choc a 
bloc with Volvos on a Wednesday 
morning (arc they all on shift 
work?} And it hits you time aJte r 
time. Success can be measured by 
the degree to which you are able to 
are able to InsuLate yourself from 
the rabble. In your early twenties 
you mortgage your soul for a terr¬ 
aced house Olid pray that inflation 
I continues to rocket on and if you 
keep your nose clean you can event¬ 
ually work yourself up to some de¬ 
tached palace out in the sticks* Opt 
there the town centre comprehens¬ 
ive with their ohiM minder teachers 
can go to the wall while your kids 
are OK in the old grammar school 
'*where they make them work"* 

And no more will the drunks ramble 
past your front door and snotty- 
nosed kids won't piss on your step 
and you've made it mate and good 
luck to you that's what I say * * * 

But come come, wc are getting 
bitter and twisted aren^t we. If 
driving a bus for a living ts that 
bloody awful how are we going to 
to run them after the Revolution 
when everyone wiU be happy and 
the sun wiU always shine ,,,
